On  August  1 8,  EPA  intends  to  finalize  our  proposed  approval  of  the  approve  two  revisions  to  the 
New  Mexico  State  Implementation  Plan  (SIP)  to  update  the  Albuquerque-Bernalillo  County 
Prevention  of  Significant  Deterioration  (PSD)  SIP  permitting  program  consistent  with  federal 
requirements.  New  Mexico  submitted  revisions  that  included  request  for  parallel  processing  of 
the  submitted  2015  revisions.  EPA  granted  this  to  expedite  our  final  approval.  These  submittals 
contain  revisions  to  address  the  requirements  for  the  PM  2.5  PSD  Implementation  Rules  and  to 
incorporate  revisions  consistent  with  the  Fugitives  Interim  Rule,  Greenhouse  Gas  (GHG)
